1. (U) THE GOG STRONGLY CONDEMNED THE VENEZUELAN 

COUP ATTEMPT. ON NOVEMBER 27, THE MFA ISSUED A 

STATEMENT EXPRESSING GUATEMALA'S "SOLIDARITY AND 
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UNRESTRICTED SUPPORT TO THE VENEZUELAN PEOPLE AND 
GOVERNMENT IN THEIR DETERMINATION TO BACK THE 
INSTITUTIONS AND DEMOCRACY OF THEIR COUNTRY..." THE 
COMMUNIQUE FURTHER NOTED THAT GUATEMALA IS COMMITTED 
TO THE DEFENSE OF DEMOCRACY AND LIBERTY AND "REGRETED 
AND ENERGETICALLY CONDEMNED" THE EFFORT TO "BREAK THE 
CONSTITUTIONAL ORDER" IN VENEZUELA. THE MFA ALSO
